Though the English were expecting his death 
at any moment and had made every preparation 
to have word transmitted from St. Helena to Eng­ 
land with all possible dispatch, it was not until 
July 4 that the news reached,London> having been 
brought there by the sailing vessel 
Heron.

sage was not given out on the arrival of the ves­ 
sel, but was first conveyed to the Coloffiál office, 
an act which required approximately two hours in 
itself. 
July 4, 1821, fell on Wednesday. On Friday, 
July 6, the news reached Paris. Messengers were

where the

The Greek uni­ 
versities and Greek men of culture, 
including Venlselos himself, are en­ 
gaged In an attempt fo restore classi­ 
cal purity and perfection to modern 
Greek. 
It Is said that the endeavor 
is by no means vain, and that gradu­ 
ally the ancient model is being ap­ 
proached. We may yet lmve the speech 
of Lerides, the written language of 
Plato, employed In social Intercourse 
and commercial transactions, In con­ 
tracts, to courts of. law, to houses of 
assembly.—Minneapolis Journal.
